Angeles at the time Ellsworth said 
the killing took place.

C'.ty asking for information as to the 
whe/eaboTzts of Hickman at the time 
of the Parker kidnapping might have 
been a ruse, detectives said.

whose body was round bensath a high 
bridge at Pasadena.
